Layer could 
not tell me who told him.

bodies Layer was the only man who 
refusf.-d to help. He stood back of the 
crowd at the funeral. 


''We slipped away from the funeral 


and visited his rpnie. 
His little girl 


paid her papa and mama told her not 
to talk about the Wolf case because 
there had besn trouble between the 
families. 
The second time we wero 


back there she wouldn't say anything 
and the third time they had her hid- 
den away in the attic. 


"Later at the Wolf farm Layer said 


he was going in the barn

DISSOLVING THE REPUBLICAN PARTY 


' 
Whatever the merits, ck merits, propriety or 


•.expediency of the recall election into which th. 
plate is now plunged, Republican^ and Democrats 
doubtless will rally to the defeat of the nonpar- 
;1isan election law which is sponsored by the I. V. 


' A. organization. 


The Tribune is opposed to the entire schedule 


of laws proposed by the I. V. A., and upon each 
and every one of the program measures suggests 
that the voters affix an emphatic NO. 


Hut the really viciqus piece of legislation is the 


pioposed law to dissolve all parties in the state, 
r-xcept in the selection of presidential electors, 
congressmen and United States senators. 


Minnesota Has a nonpartisan election law on her 


statute books which removes party labels from 
every office except state officials. 
Members to 


the state legislature and all but state officials are 


j selected without party designation. 


That law has broken down party unity. It has 


made the task hard to rally Republicans or Demo- 
crats to the support of great issues to which the 
parties may be committed. The presence of such 
a law made the fight of Governor Preus against 
Townleyism in Minnesota twice as difficult. 
If 


North Dakota is unwise enough to adopt such a 
fantastic election law as proposed by the I. V. A., 
it will rue the day that it delivered over to group 
bosses a most powerful club. 


Senator McCumber has set forth the objections 


to this law in a manner that defies successful con- 
tradiction. Experience of other states is against 
such a law. Interviews by The Tribune of Minne- 
sota officials and Twin City newspapermen re- 
flect an unanimous opposition to such a law. Gov- 
ernor Preus of Minnesota has been outspoken in 
his opposition to the measure. 


A leadership that proposes to dissolve the Re- 


publican party is not a safe one in this state's 
crisis. The people of the state should be on their 
guard against the passage of a measure that would 
legalize a mugwump party in North Dakota. 


Setting the primaries ahead to March is a piece 


of political trickery that goes well with the entire 
intent of the law. Fairminded men, whatever their 
convictions upon the league program—(and The 
Tribune has changed not one iota in its opposi- 
ion to state socialism whether sugar coated by 
I, V. A. or Nonpartisan League)—will not vote 
virtually to disfranchise thousands of farmers by 
fixing the primaries at a time when climatic con- 
ditions are far from ideal and 80 per cent of the 
population is busily engaged in preparing the soil 
for seeding. 


The primary system was the entering wedge to 


destroy interest in party organization and politi- 
cal experience has shown that more inferior men 
are selected under the primary than were nominat- 
ed under the convention scheme. The pendulum 
has swung almost to its limit in the primary direc- 
tion and there are many evidences in other states, 
notable Minnesota, that party conventions will 
be restored.
